RUSSIA TRIPLES ACREAGE 

Moscow reports that Russia has “practically 
tripled her wheat acreage,” sowing 26,000,000 
acres against 9,400,000 last year. ¥ 

It does not follow that Russia will have three 
times as much wheat, or that it will have any 
wheat at all, to sell abroad, That will depend 
on the weather. Increasing acreage does not 
always increase the yield in proportion, as 
cutting down acreage does not always reduce 
the yield in keeping. Nobody knows in fact 
how much wheat either Russia or Canada will 
have next fall, or how much either will have 
to sell abroad. That lies beyond human ken. 

But the point is Russia has kept itself free 
to sell as much abroad as it may have to spare 
or be willing to spare, while Canada is strictly 
limited in the amount it may export. Given 
bad crops in Russia, Canada does not stand to 
gain. Given good crops in Russia, Canada stands 
to lose as unrestrained competition from that 
country may bear down the price for what 
Canada is allowed to export. 

Russia is planning to move into the markets 
from which Canada and the other exporting 
countries are withdrawing

Relief From Arthritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A most important factor in the cure of arth- 
ritis is the patient’s mental attitude, as one 
who has the determination not to be given up 
is most likely to succeed in overcoming his 
trouble. Much depends upon the willingness 
of the patient to diet persistently enough to 
overcome the joint inflam- 
mation and then to take cor- 
rective exercises at the right 
Stage of the cure, in order to 
prevent permanent stiffness 
from disuse, and to facilitate 
return of as much movement 
as may be possible with the 
damaged joint. 

The presence of acute at- 
tacks which occur from time 
to time in chronic arthritis 
seems to be a favorable in- 
dication as cases undergoing such acute attacks 
seem to have the best outlook regarding recov- 
ery. Chronic rheumatism may be easily cured 
at the start, but becomes more difficult to 
overcome as each new joint is involved. 

Chronic arthritis is usually considered in- 
surable, but I have seen some remarkable cures, 
even in advanced cases, where the patient per- 
sisted in sticking closely to the diet for a suffi- 
cient length of time. Fasting and dieting are 
doubtlessly of paramount importance in clear- 
ing up arthritis and should be placed first 
above all other measures. I sometimes advise 
a patient to begin on a five-day fast, using 
tomato juice, following the fasting instructions 
given in my Cleansing Diet Course, simply sub- 
stituting the tomato juice for the orange juice. 
It may be advisable to repeat the short fast at 
intervals of about one month apart; in between 
the fasts the patient is to use the diet given in 
the last part of the Cleansing Diet, avoiding 
starches and sugars. 

The fast will be found to have a beneficial 
effect in cleaning up to a large extent the 
focal points of infection; however, it may be 
necessary in addition to employ local treat- 
ments. Where abscessed teeth are present, it is 
desirable to consult a dentist as to treatment. 

During the fast, and as long as any soreness 
is present in the joints, it is helpful to take 
two enemas daily, This measure speeds up 
elimination from the body one or two days 
ahead of the regular time. 

An ordinary case of arthritis will improve 
markedly while following the above directions. 
Where the arthritis persists, the failure to im- 
prove may be due to kinks, sagging, or ad- 
hesions of the large colén and these patients 
should be examined to find if such a condition 
is hindering the cure. When such is found to 
be the case, suitable deep manipulations of the 
intestines are indicated in order to free them 
for normal functioning. 

In every ease, rest of the affected joints is 
advisable as long as any inflammation is 
present. Exercise at this stage is to be avoided, 
lest it increase the irritation. 

As to local treatments, heat in the form 
of warm applications will be found to give 
relief from pain, and is also beneficial in im- 
proving the circulation through the joint. 
Where there is no acute inflammation noted, 
mild massage may be employed, followed by 
quiet. Especially valuable are the treatments 
with the diathermy and the deep therapy elec- 
tric lamp. 

When the bone has been given ample oppor- 
tunity to heal, then the correct exercise should 
be begun to avoid the stiffness following non- 
action. Both perseverance and patience are 
needed in order that the hinging power of the 
joint be restored as nearly as possible and the 
patient develop sufficient muscular strength.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1844, ninety 
years ago, there set out from La- 
chine an criscopal expedition 
historic in its importance. The 
third Anglican Bishop of Quebec, 
Rt. Rev. George J, Mountain, 
whose diocese extended from the 
eastern boundary of Québec to 
the Rocky Mountains, and who 
had already made a record by 
travelling 2,500 miles in Upper 
Canada, then mostly in the wilds, 
had decided that it was his duty 
to visit the mission on the Red 
River and see for himself both 
the condition of the people and 
the potentialities of the country. 
His plans were well thought out 
and well matured before he left 
Lachine in what was quite a cav- 
alcade, He himself and his chap- 
lain travelled in a birch bark 
canoe, thirty-six feet long, with 
fourteen paddlers, eight French 
Canadians and six Iroquois In- 


dians. Mile by mile the water 
was traversed up the Ottawa, 
down the French river into 


Georgian Bay, past the Soo and 
across Lake Superior to Fort Wil- 
liam, then by the Kaministiqua 
(spelled by the bishop in his thrill- 
ing narrative, Kanenistiquoia), 
the Rainy and Wood Lakes, the 
Winnipeg River and Lake to the 
Red River and the Red River 
settlement. 

He reached the church and mis- 
sion house of the Indian settle- 
ment at nine o'clock on a Sunday 
morning and himself left his im- 
pression of the event: “After 
travelling for upwards of a month 
through an inhospitable wilderness 
and encountering at intervals 
specimens of the heathen savage, 
we came at once, and without 
any intermediate graduation in 
the aspect of things,

same race of people: in their 
Christian state; and there on the 
morning of the Lord's own blessed 
day we saw them gathering al- 
ready around the pastor, who was 
before his door; their children 
collecting in the same manner, 
with their books in their hands, 
all decentiy clothed from head to 
foot, a repose and a steadiness in 
their deportment. Around were 
their humble dwellings, with the 
commencement of farms and 
cattle grazing the meadow; the 
neat modest parsonage or mission 
house with its garden, and the 
simple but decent church, with 
the school house as its appendage 
We were amply rewarded for all 
the toils and exposure.” 

At his first service 250 Indians 
were present and he found a 
Sunday schoo! with 153 pupils en- 
rolled. Bishop Mountain held con- 
firmation at tne lower, middle 
and upper churches, laying hands 
on 846 persons, most of whom 
were Indians or half-breeds, He 
left on the return journey de- 
termined that the Red River 
should be the centre of a great 
missionary station from which 
Christianity might be propagated 
throughout the north and delight- 
ed with the loyalty of the Indian 
converts both to church and 
Queen. Five years later, on Whit 
Sunday, 1849, David Anderson 
was consecrated in Canterbury 
cathedral as the first Bishop of 
Rupert's Land. 

Bishop Mountain

MORE PURCHASING POWER 

Editor Bulletin: Is it possible 
their still are people who judge 
economics by its political color? 
It would seem so from the letters 
concerning certain economic pro- 
posals of a Liberal, at present in 
the limelight 

It would appear from such let- 
ters that our troubles are due to 
private lending and that if only 
this were done by the state, some- 
how it would be simple to ex- 
tend credit in the right amounts, 
to the right people, and for the 
right purposes, easy to repay a 
State bank, but so confoundedly 
difficult to repay a private one. 

Such people are thinking of 
and wishing for, a return of the 
hectic days of the real estate 
boom, mistaking a babble, for a 
real prosperity, 

The very people who shout 
debts—federal], provincial, munic- 
ipal—propose to cure the situa- 
tion by adding to those debts for 
the purpose of public works, in 
order to create jobs (pick and 
shovel), 

There are just two ways, and 
two ways only, of equaling pro- 
duction and consumption—reduc- 
ing production to consumption 
levels, or increasing consumption 
to production, The idea that the 
problem of consumption can be 
cured by increased production 
by increased employment, is a 
fallacy and is the rock that will 
wreck all schemes of producer 
credit. 

Apart altogether from the fact 


} tempt 


that production is greatly in ex- 
cess of consumption, it certainly 
is demonstrable that every at- 
to raise consumption 


through increased production 
must defeat its own object. 

If every dolldr of purchasing 
power must pass through employ- 
ment before reaching its actual 
spender then infallibly it must 
leave a trail of costs behind it 
which, when reflected in prices 
will ensue that the old disparity 
between production and consump- 
tion is re-created or even en- 
hanced, 

There is absolutely no means 
of increasing consumption rel- 
atively to production other than 
by creating purchasing power 
that precisely has not passed 
through the production accounts. 
There is only one means of do- 
ing this, the time honored means 
of dividends, in the case of the 
nation, of national dividends. 

Meny people say, “That's all 
very true, but meantime let's have 
another drink out of the bottle.” 
But if they are handed the bot- 
tle are they likely to hand it 
back until empty, and what about 
the inevitable morning after? 

Still others pin their faith to 
tariff manipulation and foreign 
trade. In an article headed, Jap- 
anese competition, the London 
(England) Chamber of Commerce 
has this to say: “No country is 
giving its own citizens sufficient 
purchasing power internally to 
consume its own production, each 
country is desperately anxious to 


| export and not import, for it is 


obvious that if it cannot afford 
to buy its own production 
neither can it afford to buy im- 
ports in exchange. There is no 
way out of the crisis under the 
present monetary system, and the 
sooner this is realized the less 
avoidable misery there will be.”

People are not put to work by legislation, but by the use of 
money in commerce, construction, and production on terms which 


give business and farming profits out of which Wages ant salaries 
cah be paid. 


The Dominion parliament has for months been devoting its 
energies to verbal expositions of what people ought to do, and 
is still working, or rather talking along this line. The consequence 
is a hardening of undesirable conditions and a gi \wth of national 
socialistic dangers. 


The practical line of enquiry and for legislation would be to 
find out how much the nation is short in currency in circulation 
to carry on and expand the commerce of Canada up to an extent 
sufficient to remedy unemployment, bring back wages and 
salaries, and restore commodity prices and markets. 


The way to find this out is to make legal tender available to 
anyone who wants to use it on reasonable security and terms of 
repayment. On these conditions the more legal tender issued the 
better the nation will find its affairs, 


Parliament could provide for this course of action today; could 
have done it months ago; but will never do it unless and until the 
members of parliament decide to put human lives on at least a 
basis of equality with paper dollars. It would be expecting 
entirely too much from the political mind to ask that human life 
be protected as a first necessity. 


One thing has been proved up to the hilt; every decrease of 
currency circulation has thrown people out of work and kept 
them out of work. Surely it is not wise to keep retrograding 
along this line on the theory that the people can put up with 
more inqury to the standards of living than has happened so far. 
There must come a day when the limit of endurance will be 
stepped over; the resulting overturn, and Jong and painful rebuild- 
ing will take much time and will not benefit the adults now living 
because they will have passed out or grown too old for active 
enterprise before commerce and opportunity are restored. The 
necessary time for getting money into circulation is now.
